The -new .German -offensive against

mechanized1 force in the, history of war 
fare — the armored Panzer divisions 
(Pnnzerdivisionen) with a possible 12 
to 1 superiority over -the armored ve- 
hide strength of the allies. 


First tested in the 'Spanish Civil 


War, these divisions were proven in 
Poland and Flanders, and now seek 
to deliver the final smashing blow 
to France. 


They include the largest tank or- 


ganization ever formed, thousands of 
armored cars, motorized battalions. 


The light tanks travel 25 miles an 


hour and faster, and the armored- cars 
and motorcycles exceed 50 miles. With 
this tremendous speed the Panzer div- 
isions dash into the Blitzkrieg.

The mass of tanks, formed in eche- 


lons, moves ahead at full speed,' pro 
ceding the infantry.

printing with movable type — a quite humble invention by 
comparison with the, intricate marvels of 20th Century 
mechanics, and yet, without printing .there would have been 
no machine era at all. For it was printing that reduced men's 
ideas to paper, conveyed those' ideas around the world, and 
created a pool of public information for all to use.

They aban- 
doned it for an obvious reason: Unlike 
our 26-lctter alphabet the Chinese 
language has thousands of different' 
characters, and movable type was un-:

And so, a Chinese handicap nullified 


Chinese smartness in discovering mov- 
able type; the world therefore credits 
Gutenberg with the discovery. 


Gutenberg came 
along centuries 


after, the first Chinese printer. China 
was using printing in A. D. 105. 
Gutenberg, living in Germany, and 
Holland, perfected his movable type 
in 1440^-500 years ago. 


;* Before" Guteriberg'sVday Europeans' 
obtained books only by hiring some- 
one—usually in a monastery—to copy 
from on original, in long-hand. The 
cost was tremendous. 
Books were 


owned only by the rich. 
, 


Gutenberg 
revolutionized 
books, 


papers and map-making. 


His start was incredibly modest. 


Gutenberg's press had a capacity of 
only 300 single pages, running all day 
—and these were small.Book pages. 


In today's motorized age we dismiss 


his achievement as inconsequential. 
Here in a small city like Hope The 
Star's press turns out 3,500,newspapers 
an hour, four, six or eight pages; and 
in the big cities there are presses pro- 
ducing 60,000 papers an hour, up to 
48 pages each. 


But speed alone has no significance. 
It' was Gutenberg, 500 years ago, 


who lifted reading matter out of the 
rich man's library .and made it a com- 
monplace for the pqorest person in 
the land. 


His cultural effect has been world- 


wide. 


• You learn, for instance, with sur- 
prise, that the world's largest news- 
paper circulations, and the" world's 
most literate people, are found in 
Japan. 


Printing started with the Japanese' 


next-door neighbor, China, was per-

By taking this stand Green not only 


stole a long march on the C. I. 0., 
but also served notice on A. F. of 
L. friends in both houses that lie 
was in effect abandoning the Labor 
Board to its fate. 


Then Came Kcnpiirochcment 


Another element was me strange 


apathy in the administration. Until 
very recently the administration was 
firmly set on blocking any sweeping 
revision of the law. Then came the 
famous rapprochement- between the 
White House and the conservative 
southern Democrats. 


Senator Byrnes of South Carolina 


was all but 
publicly crowned as 


heir apparent to tiie vice presidency. 
Senator Harrison of Mississippi plug- 
ged for a third term. F. D, R, pat- 
ted Martin Dies approvingly on the 
back . . . . . and administration op- 
position to the Smith proposals lost 
its punch. 


Mary Norton, who fought the fight 


for the Labor Board in Ihe house, was 
giving away no secrets 'when she 
complained the administration had 
been letting the battle go by de- 
fault. 
° 


Meanwhile the situation stands as a 


distinct triumph in strategy for con- 
gressman Smith. Throughout he play- 
ed his crads masterfully. 


He began his hearings last fall by 


questioning the boards moderate mem- 
ber, Dr. William Leiserson and bring- 
ing out the full story of dissension 
within the board. 


He spent days bringing out evi- 


•lence stressing the youthfulness and 
inexperience of many board employes 
who had key positions in administer- 
ing the law. 


Most important, he took full ad- 


vantage of the split within the board 
by centering his heaviest fire on 
the person of David Saposs, head 
of the research division. Defenders 
r>f the board were promptly divid- 
ed into pro-and anti-Saposs camps. 


While they rowed bitterly over a 


basically 
unimportant 
point 
Smith 


plugged away at his main target- 
fundamental revision of the law and 
abolition of the board as it now 
stands. 


If congress adjourns before the Rep- 


ublican convention, there probably 
won't be time to get action on the 
Smith ameodrnents. If the session is 


extended, however, indications now 
arc that the senate may act favor- 
ably. 


Should the amendments become law, 


both the board -and the Wagner act 
would be entirely different. First, 
there would be a brand-new board 
of 
five members. Second, 
and 
fat- 


more important, Ihc board's judicial 
and prosecuting functions would be 
completely divorced, with an adminis- 
trator handling the latter and the 
board confined the passing on the 
evidence submitted by him. 


Close friends of the board complain 


lhat these changes would emascul- 
ate the whole act. Whether or not 
this is true, it is certain that by re- 
fusing to heed criticism, by steering 
unskillfully through 
the 
AFL-CIO 


.-•plit and by devoting its energies to 
its own internal row, the board has 
done much to bring on the change.

and in many of them live men who 
real|y arc men without countries. 


There are six embassies here of 


lands which have been absorbed by 
Germany or captured by the Nazis and 
subjected to a government dominat- 
ion that leaves their ambassadors not 
knowing for whom they speak, nor to 
whom they owe alegiance. 


The Czechoslovakia!! flag still flics 


over the residence of Vladimir Hur- 
.ban and Mr. Hurban still comes and 
goes on tlie business of his state, but 
where is that slate today? 


Count Jerzy Fotocki still is 'His 


Excellency" when he enters a Wash- 
ington drawing room and his IGth 
S'treet palace still is the recognized 
center of Polish activity in the Unit- 
ed States, but where is Poland? At 
latt report, it was in Angers, France 
—a strange' place for Poland to be as 
any geography pupil could tell you. 


Count Robci t van der Straten-Pon- 


thoz, who also lives on the great 
avenue of nations, represents a na- 
tion torn asunder— Belgium. His cab- 
inet and council is in Paris and lias 
not given up; his King( who appoint- 
ed him, has; and the United States, 
which recognizes his credentials, re- 
fuses to recognize the conquest of 
the nation that sent him here.

The Allies have no planes to spare, 


so they roar out in force mainly at 
night.

All of this adds,up to German air 


supremacy—temporarily, at least. 


Some Saw It Coming- 


Etrange. this should have happen- 


ed when there Were so many ominous 
warnings in the sky. 


The first of these was the ghost of 


Baron 
von ..Richthofen, 
Germany's 


World War ace of aces, who discov- 
ered the germ of air power when he ' 
invented his flying circus. Those rov- 
ing German airmen proved that sup- 
erior air force at a critical point could 
prove a decisive factor in warfare. 


Then Billy Mitchell told anybody 


who'd listen that armies were no 
longer front forces, but holding forc- 
es. 


A few years later, Charles A. Lind- 


berg unwittingly gave air power its 
greatest shove forward when he flew 
to Paris, fired the world's imaginat- 
ion, 
started commercial -aviation to- 


ward greater heights. 


Each new advance was absorbed in 


to military aviation, .especially by the 
Germans. Other notions were not so 
fast to recognize that command of the 
land and the sea were 
insufficient. 


In 1938 came the Spanish civil war, 


and Munich, when Hitler's .threat of 
air power brought a humiliating peace 
to most of Europe.

Statement From 


South America 


RIO DE JANEIRO~(/P)-Presldcnt 


detullo Vargas," Brazil's dictator, pro- 
claimed neutrality In the Allied-Italian 
war Tuesday in a decree preceded by 
h vigorous speech interpreted as a de- 
fense of totalitarian-ways. 


"We arc inarching toward a future 


different from all we know in eco- 
nomic, political nnd social organization 
and wo feel that old systems and an- 
tiquntcd formulas have entered a de- 
cline," ho said. "If Is not as pessi- 
mists and stubborn conservatives pro- 
tend, the end of civilization, but the 
beginnnig—tumultuous and 
fecund— 


of a new era." 


"Vigorous peoples fit for life must 


follow the route of their aspirations 
instead of in contemplation" that which 
crumbles and falls in ruins," the pres- 
ident asserted. "It Is necessary con- 
sequently to understand the new cpocli 
and remove the rubbish of dead ideas 
and sterile ideas. We are crossing, and 
all humanity is passing, an historical 
moment of grave repercussions result- 
ing from rapid changes in values." 


Vargas prefaced these remarks with 


a declaration that "We are united by 
ties of strict solidarity wtih all Amer- 
ican countries around the ideas, as- 
pirations and common interest in our 
defense."
